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Coping with a cancer diagnosis 


By Paula Swaford, R.N. 

The diagnosis of cancer hits 
most of us with'a wave of shock 
and total disbelief. Initially, we 
are frightened and often we 
will experience denial. 

Regardless of-i:e type of can- 
cer that is diagnosed, the per- 
son. affected, as well as their 
family members face an emo- 
tional upheaval. Often this can 
be eased by talking with close 
friends and healthcare profes- 
sionals. .There are several 
things that are important to 
focus on and I want to discuss 
five of them today. 

The first thing to do is to talk 
about your feelings. Fréquently, 
when we are told that we have 
a diagnosis of cancer, we seem 
to hear what is being said but 


_ we don't really believe it. This 


is denial, a very strong emotion 


that protects us from things we 
do not want to acknowledge. It 
is one of the body's defense 
mechanisms that kick in when 
something is often too painful 
to bear. However, once we can 
admit that-we'do have cancer, 
most of us will react with anger, 
frustration and’ inner confu- 
sion. This is a normal and 
healthy way to réspond and 
these feelings need to be 
expressed. It’s important to not 
try to bear this burden alone. 
Through sharing, you and your 
loved one can build foundations 
of mutual understanding to 
sustain you and to help you 
both face the challenges ahead. 

Although you need to express 
your anxieties and fears, it is 
also important to share your 
love and appreciation for each 
other,

Family members and close 
friends often dé not know how 
to react to the news that you 
have cancer. Some of them may 
find it difficult to talk with you 
and they may avoid visiting 
because they feel awkward. 
This could hurt you and you 
may feel rejected. However, 
many times, they are waiting 


for some indication of what you 
need. Although you may feel 
hurt, it is important to recog- 
nize that they really do care, 
they just may have difficulty 
showing it. 

Cancer is a blow to every 
family it touches. Often parents 


want to protect their children, 


from learning that a loved one 
has cancer. However, children 
can sense that something is 
wrong. If they are not informed 
they may incorrectly: blame 
themselves, or they may imag- 
ine that the situation is worse 
than. it really is. What and how 
much to disclose to children 
will depend upon their ages 
and emotional maturity. The 
goal in telling children the 
truth is to give them opportuni- 
ties to ask questions about the 
disease and to express their 


feelings about it. You can let ` 


them know what changes will 
take place and how they can be 
of help. 

Finally, one of the keys to 
coping with this disease is’ to 
manage the symptoms that 
occur. Regardless of the type of 
treatment cancer patients 
undergo,.there are many things 
caregivers may ‘do to ease the 
common symptoms of pain, 
fatigue and’ nausea. Patients 
must learn to listeh to their 
bodies and recognize the first 
signs of fatigue and nausea 
Patients must learn to listen to 
their’ bodies and recognize the 
first signs of fatigue.

Common symp- 
toms of depression include feel- 
ings of hopelessness, worthless- 
ness, restlessness and irritabil- 
ity, changes in sleep and 
appetite, loss of energy and 
thoughts of death or suicide. 

“We hope. that this nation- 


wide effort to provide mental 
health screening for depression 
will educate the, public about 
the signs and symptoms of 
depression and encourage those 
who may be vulnerable to seek 
evaluation and treatment,” 
said Joseph Amato, Executive 
Director of the Western Palm 
Beách County Mental Health 
Clinic.

A common camplaint leveled against conser- *

Under (he secretary's proposal, 
however, your Sunday barbecue might someday 
be outlawed for violating the environmental 
“bill of rights.” 

Environmentalists try to laugh off these 
charges, saying critics of the proposed amend- 
ments are being reactionary. But there is prece- Q 
dent to fuel critics fears. In Southern California, 
certain types of barbecuing are already out- 
lawed - and they don’t even have environmental 
constitutional rights! 

Two common Florida activities - boating and 
jet skiing - could be at risk by Secretary 
Wetherell's notions. Both would be-impossible 
without internal combustion engines (that also 
drive cars and lawnmowers) which release 
‘chemicals like carbon monoxide. Under her log- 
ic, would the Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) seek to regulate our boating 
and driving habits? Worse yet, would we be sub- 
ject to a lawsuit from énvitonmental groups 
seeking to curb these activities? This wouldn't 
be confined to power boats, mind you, as most 
sailboats also have some sort of engine in them 
to keep them going when there is no wind. 

In the face of this parade of horribles, it is 
important to keep in mind that the environ- @ 
ment can be effectively protec$ed without 
imposing new constitutional rights: If state 
officials believe stronger environmental laws 
are needed, they should first try making exist- 
ing laws easier to understand. This will make 
compliance easier - preventing businesses from 
wasting time, money, and energy in fruitless 
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New “environmental rights” will.not solve 
anything. They will only find success in 
squelching peoples’ right ‘to grill their steaks, 
drive their boats, and even breathe freely. Sec- 
retary Wetherell should withdraw her proposal 
and streamline environmental laws so they can 
do their jobs. Barring that, the Constitution 
Revision Commission should ignore this-wrong- 
headed proposal. But Ta not kolding my 
breath. »

Welcome to the peak-of the 
hurricane season. September 


-10 is'statistically the height of 


the six month long hurricane 
season. 

History says that this is the 
time of year a storm or hurri- 
cane should be wandering the 
waters of the Caribbean, 
Atlantic or Gulf of Mexico. 
That’s why Hurricane Erika is 
the norm, not the exception. 

Historically, September is the 
most active month in the trop- 
ics, From 1871 until this year, 


325 tropical cyclones have . 


formed in’ the month, of 
September. That is an average 
of better than two storms each 
year. 

The month of August can be 
busy, too. Over the past 126 
years, 224 storms have formed 
in August, and 196 tropical sys- 
tems have developed during the 
month of October. N- 


Hurricane. 
History 


While a September storm like 
Erika, is expected, the 1997 
hurricane season has. been 
marked by the unexpected. 

Five tropical systems, includ- 
ing four named storms, formed 
in July, just one shy of the all- 
time record for the month. Two 
of the storms, Danny and Bill, 
matured into category one hur- 
ricanes. 

Bill, a classic “fish -storm”, 
didn't bother a soul. as he 
moved away from South 
Carolina and into the .open 
waters of the Atlantic. 

Danny, on the other hand, 
was a major headache, espe- 
cially. for the residents of 
‘Alabama. Doppler radar esti- 
mates, suggested that Danny 
dumped 30 inches of rain in 
parts of coastal Alabama. 

Eventually, Danny made 
landfall in Alabama and 
Georgia but even as'a disorga- 
nized cluster of thunderstorms 


he continued to bring soaking 
rains to parts of the Southeast. 

Then,-when it appeared that 
Danny would slowly fade away, 
he surprised everyone again. 
For the first time since power- 
ful Hurricane Camille in 1969, 
Danny regained his tropical 
characteristics off the coast of 
Virginia. 

Danny was a tropical Storm 
again. He had risen from the 
dead. Thankfully, this born- 
again tropical cyclone -didn’t 
stick around very long. By July 
26, Danny Had dissipated in the 
western Atlantic, 

It appeared at that point that 
the ‘97 hurricane season was 
going to be a very busy one. 
After all, five systems had 
formed in what is usually a 
quiet month. The traditionally 
busiest part ‘of the season was 
yet to come. 

But, a funny thing happened 
on the way Lo another fast-for- 


ward hurricane season. August 
was very, very quiet. For 
first time since 1961, not 
tropical depression, tropical 
storm or hurricane formed dur- 
ing the month of August. 
Scientists aa the reason for 
this lack of tropical activity is 
the strongest El Nino in years. 
The El Nino the name for the _ 
unusual warming of the equa- 
torial waters in the Pacific, tra- 
ditionally reduces the num 
+ of hurricanes in the Atlantic. 
While there have been 14 
years when there were no 
August tropical storms or hur- 
ricanes in the Atlantic Ocean 
Basin, September is very differ- 
ent. Every September in 
recorded history has been 
marked by a tropical cyclone, 
including this September. 
What will Che remainder of 
this hurricane season be lik 
Based on the first three 
months, expect the unexpected.

Erika is éxpected, the 1997 
hurricane season has been 
marked by the unexpected. 

Five tropical systems, includ- 
ing four named storms, formed 
in July, just.one shy of the all- 
time record for the month. Two 
of the storms, Danny and Bill, 
matured into category one hur- 
ricanes. 

Bill, a classic “fish storm”, 
didn’t bother a soul as he 
moved away from South 
Carolina and into the open 
waters of the Atlantic.

Doppler radar esti- 
mates suggested that Danny 
dumped 30 inches of rain in

Eventually, Danny made 
landfall in Alabama and 
Georgia but even as a disorga- 
nized ster of thunderstorms 


he continued to bring scaking 
rains Io parts of the Southeast. 

Then, when it appeared that 
Danny would slowly fade away, 
he surprised everyone again. 
For the first time since power- 
ful Hurricane Camille in 1969, 
Danny regained his tropical 
characteristics off the coast of 
Virginia, 

Danny was a tropical storm 
again. Hé had risen from the 
dead. Thankfully, this born- 
again tropical cyclone didn’t 
stick around very long. By July 
26, Danny had dissipated in the ' 
western Atlantic. 

It appeared at that point that 
the ‘97 hurricane season was 
going to be a very busy one, 
After all, five systems had 
formed in what is usually a 
quiet month. The traditionally 
busiest part of the season was 
yet to come.

given out to gator hunters in 
Florida. The permits are decid- 
ed by a random drawing. Last 
year, over 20 permits went to 
women in the Lake Okeechobee 
area alone. 

A lot of times, the per- 
mits are given to peo- 
ple that have never 
If hunted a gator, so 
what they do is hire 
an agent, someone like 
Troy, who will provide 
everything that will be 
needed for the hunt, 
even the airboat. Troy 
is licensed to buy and 
sell gators, so he can 
also buy the gators his cus- 
tomers catch. Troy even catch- 
es gators for them. 

“I catch them alive, then 
transport them to another loca- 
tion where they are prepped for 
the processing. plant,” said 
Troy. 

Troy does not advise anyone 
to try to catch a gator without 
first taking some kind of safety 
course'on gator hunting. 

“It can be very dangerous, 
even if you know what you are 
doing,” says Troy, “It can be 
deadly if you don't.”
